DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 .

The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The shared 
technical feature between the two groups is the identity of the composition. The 
composition is based upon a ligand which excludes phosphines, amines, arsines and 
stibines. However, carbene ligands which are excluded from the claimed composition 
are well known in the art as evidenced by US Patent 6,465,554 and applicants' 
submitted IDS titled "Easily Accessible Ring Opening ... Base Ligand" which does not 
use phosphines, amines, arsines and stibines. When the special technical feature 
between the claims is not novel or lacks an inventive step, then restriction is proper.
